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DUGGAN INQUEST 
SUM-UP TO BEGIN 


THE coroner in charge of the inquest into 
the fatal shooting of Mark Duggan by a 
police marksman is due to start summing up 
today. 

Mr Duggan was shot dead in Ferry Lane, Totten¬ 
ham, in August 2011 after officers stopped a mini¬ 
cab in which he was travelling. His death sparked 
riots which spread across the capital and nationwide. 

The inquest at the Royal Courts of Justice has 
been addressing the circumstances surrounding 
the 29-year-old’s death - specifically whether he 
was armed when he was shot. 

The ten-week inquest, overseen by coroner Judge 
Keith Cutler, has heard from around 100 witnesses, 
including police officers, forensics experts and 
independent eyewitnesses. 

The police officer who fired the fatal shot - 
known only as V53 - told the jury that Mr Duggan, 
from the Broadwater Farm estate, in Tottenham, had 
been armed. But pathologist Derrick Pounder cast 
doubt on how Mr Duggan could have thrown a 
handgun he was alleged to have been carrying some 
14 feet from where his body was found. 

Summing-up will take place today and tomorrow. 
The inquest is not due to sit on Friday. 


Domestic violence on 
the rise in Haringey 

DOMESTIC violence incidents rose by 3.6 per cent 
in Haringey in the past year. 

In the latest figures from the Metropolitan Police 
covering the 12-month period to September 2013, 
there were 1,715 incidences of domestic violence 
reported across the borough.

Kuljit Sandhu, head of rehabilitation services at 
London Probation Trust, said: “We are continuing to 
improve our work with the perpetrators of domestic 
violence through targeted programmes which 
address abusive and controlling behaviours.”

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Councillor wins 
support for bid 
to protect girls 
from mutilation

A COUNCILLOR is demanding that the 
borough steps up its efforts in protecting 
young girls from the trauma of female 
genital mutilation. 

Denise Headley, who represents Bush 
Hill Park ward, raised a motion at last 
Wednesday’s full council meeting in the 
civic centre in Silver Street calling on the 
authority to launch a raft of measures to 
stamp out the abuse and do more to bring 
perpetrators to justice. 

The practice of slicing away and some¬ 
times repositioning a young girl’s geni¬ 
talia, which is not based in religious 
belief, is practised in some western, east¬ 
ern and north-eastern regions of Africa as 
well as in some countries in Asia and the 
Middle East. 

Ms Headley is determined that in order 
to ramp up the prosecution rate in the UK 
a screening programme needs to be put in 
place in all the borough’s primary and sec¬ 
ondary schools. 


At last week’s meeting the Conservative 
councillor proposed a motion that: “This 
council agrees to work in a non-adversar- 
ial and collaborative manner to investigate 
FGM in Enfield and how it is affecting 
our community and instructs the cabinet 
members for community well-being and 
public health and children and young peo¬ 
ple to work collectively with the health 
and well-being board, the opposition lead 
on health and education and the elders and 
leaders in the affected communities, to 
find a mechanism to better understand the 
issue and how we can prevent any Enfield 
child enduring the procedure.” 

All councillors voiced support for the 
motion. However, the cabinet member for 
public health and community well-being, 
Christine Hamilton, proposed an amend¬ 
ment to the motion which reminded coun¬ 
cillors that Enfield was the first London 
council to be awarded White Ribbon sta¬ 
tus for its work in tackling violence 
against women and girls. 

The amendment said: “This council 
agrees to continue to build on the work 



already under way in order to stamp 
out this child abuse to ensure that no 
child in Enfield endures this proce¬ 
dure.” The amendment was passed. 
However, Ms Headley is calling for 
further action. 

Speaking after the meeting, she told 
the Advertiser. “I am calling for a 


borough-wide screening programme 
to be launched throughout primary 
and secondary schools - and it is pos¬ 
sible to do this in the same way all 
girls are given the HPV vaccine in 
secondary schools. 

“If there’s the political will, we can 
do this,” she added.

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Five suspects seized in 
pre-dawn raids on gangs

FIVE suspected gang members were 
arrested in dawn raids in the early hours of 
yesterday morning as part of a police clam- 
pdown on violence and drug dealing. 

Operation Naddoox saw the Met Police’s 
Trident Gang Command join forces with the 
Enfield Gangs Unit to target suspected 
members of the Dem Africans gang, which 
is active in the Edmonton area, where offi¬ 
cers believe it controls much of the supply 
of crack cocaine and heroin. 

Following raids at addresses in Galliard 
Road and Winchester Road, in Edmonton, 
and in Highview Gardens, Upper Park Road 
and Whitmore Close, in Arnos Grove, offi¬ 
cers arrested five suspected gang members 
aged between 6 and 22-years old and recov¬ 
ered a quantity of crack cocaine and cash. 

The five suspects were taken to a north 
London police station. They are expected to 
be charged with drug offences and appear at 
Highbury Magistrates’ Court today. 

Detective Chief Inspector Paul Healy, of 
the Enfield Gangs Unit, said: “The people 
of Enfield will benefit from these two oper¬ 
ations. I want to take this opportunity to 
reinforce to any young people contemplat¬ 
ing becoming involved in gangs to think of 
the consequences in doing so. 

“We have the means and capability to tar¬ 
get those involved in such criminality and 
bring to bear the full strength of the law.” 

The raids came as part of a three-month 
operation which has seen Trident officers 
team up with the gangs unit. 

Officers said that the focus on suspected 
Dem Africans members follows a series of 


raids on the rival Get Money Gang, which is 
believed to control drugs in the EN3 post¬ 
code. 

Detective Chief Inspector Tim Champion, 
of the Trident Central Gangs Unit, said: 
“Our unit’s primary focus is to work with 
communities, local authorities, charities and 
other agencies to prevent young people from 
joining gangs in the first place. 

“All those arrested were offered the oppor¬ 
tunity to escape from gang culture. Those 


involved in gangs should also be aware that 
there is a way out and that there are people 
we can put them in touch with to help turn 
their lives around, from mentors, to educa¬ 
tion centres to potential employers. 
However, if you remain in a gang and if you 
continue to commit crime, then we will keep 
targeting you.” 

Since September, officers have executed a 
total of 46 warrants and made 155 arrests, 
105 of which are of known gang members. 


18 per cent surge 
in reports of 
domestic violence 

REPORTS of domestic violence have shot up by 18 per 
cent over the past 12 months, figures released by the 
London Probation Trust have revealed. 

The latest snapshot across London’s local authorities has 
revealed there were 1,891 reports of domestic violence in 
the borough during the year to September, compared to 
1,551 last year. The average increase across the capital is 
six per cent. 

The figures were released as part of the trust’s efforts to 
promote White Ribbon Day, the United Nations' 
International Day for the Elimination of Violence Against 
Women, which took place on November 25. 

Enfield Council, which was the first London local 
authority to be awarded White Ribbon status by the national 
White Ribbon Campaign for its work in raising awareness 
of domestic abuse, marked the day last week with a confer¬ 
ence dedicated to the issue. 

Christine Hamilton, cabinet member for community well¬ 
being and public health, said the increase was a sign that 
more women are reporting abuse. 

“Domestic abuse is one of the few crimes where a rise in 
convictions is actually a sign that we are more successfully 
raising awareness,” she said. 

“It happens behind closed doors and countless women do 
not report it. Research has found that on average, women 
are beaten 32 times before they decide to seek help, so the 
increase is a good sign.” 

Kuljit Sandhu, head of rehabilitation services at the 
London Probation Trust, said: “We are continuing to 
improve our work with the perpetrators of domestic vio¬ 
lence, through targeted programmes which address abusive 
and controlling behaviour. 

“Our domestic abuse programmes teach offenders alter¬ 
native skills and behaviours to help them develop healthy, 
non-abusive relationships.” 

The trust works with perpetrators and supports victims 
from a wide variety of domestic settings, including male 
victims and same-sex relationships.

Murder hunt under way 
after boy, 17, is stabbed

FRIENDS have paid tribute to a 17-year-old 
boy, who was stabbed to death in Palmers Green 
in the early hours of yesterday morning. 

The teenager, named locally as Joshua Folkes, 
from New Southgate, died from stab wounds 
after he was attacked in Bowes Road just 
after 12.45 am. 

Officers from Enfield Police and paramedics 
from the London Ambulance Service and 
London’s Air Ambulance rushed to the scene 
but were unable to save the boy, who was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 1.26am. 

Kelsey Fashani, 17, who said she had known 
Joshua for years, visited the site with her mother 
yesterday morning after hearing the news. 

With tears rolling down her cheeks, she told 
the Advertiser. “I have known him for years and 
everybody loved him. He was so calm and 
lovely. He was a big Arsenal fan and he was 


very much into his music. This is another young 
life lost. It is really horrible.” 

Kelsey was one of a number of friends who 
visited the scene, while others paid tribute 
through social media websites. 

Zaisha Miller, another friend, posted on 
Twitter: “Rest in perfect peace Joshua Folkes. 
You will be dearly missed, heaven’s got a new 
angel RIP xxxxxx.” 

Police have launched a murder investigation 
and are appealing for witnesses. Anyone with 
information is being asked to contact the inci¬ 
dent room on 020 8785 8244 or Crimestoppers, 
anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

The teenager’s next of kin has been informed. 
A post-mortem examination will be held at 
Haringey Mortuary in due course. 

At time of going to press no arrests have been 
made.

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Boris backs bid

AFTER declaring he had found the “elixir of 
youth” in the upstairs annex of G Mantella’s 
jewellers in Church Street, the mayor was 
whisked off to meet independent traders in Lan¬ 
caster Road. 

Award-winning hairdresser James Whitaker, 
who has built up a prosperous business in the 
midst of the recession, was the first stop. 

Asked if he really needed a rates cut as he was 
thriving, Mr Whitaker said that any help would 
make life working in an area outside the town 
centre easier. 

“I am doing well because I have had to do so 
much marketing myself,” he told the Advertiser. 
“Really, it is the fact that the shops have been 
empty along here for so long, businesses don’t 
want to move into the area because they see 
premises that have been lying empty for years.” 

Across the road Lancaster Cafe owner Denniz 


Murat Karatas admitted that his most pressing 
concern was the spate of newly-opened eateries 
nearby - squeezing his profit margins. 

“In the past three years four different cafes 
have opened in Lancaster Road,” he explained. 
“Eve told the council how can you pay off your 
rates if competition keeps being given permis¬ 
sion to open just metres from here.” 

Proving how independent shops have to up their 
game to stay afloat, owner of bead and jewellery 
design shop Indivijewelistic Trish Kelly said that 
as well as the workshops and consultations she 
offers she has to have a strong online presence for 
people who can’t make it to the shop. 

But she stressed that her business could be 
given a huge boost by easing her business rates.

height of the 1980s’ boom years. 

Referring to how the same divide 
between the have and have nots that 
characterised the 1980s seemed to be 
deepening, he said: “I don’t believe that 
economic equality is possible. Indeed, 
some measure of inequality is essential 
for the spirit of envy and keeping up 
with the Joneses that is, like greed, a 
valuable spur to economic activity.” 

Despite appearing to endorse survival 
of the fittest free market economics less 
than 12 hours earlier, Mr Johnson was 
adamant on his visit to Enfield that 
more should be done by local govern¬ 
ment to give special support to small, 
independent businesses who are strug¬ 
gling in the current economic climate. 

When asked why he was pushing for 
additional support for small independ¬ 


ents in the light of his comments the 
previous night, he insisted: “We are 
going to have an economic recovery but 
what I said last night is I hope it is not 
going to be like is was in the 1980s. 

“There is a great campaign going on 
here, led by Nick de Bois, to help show 
people how important their high street 
is, that I fully support.” 

Denying that the struggling high 
street was an inevitable product of mar¬ 
ket forces, he said: “There are 800,000 
small businesses in London and it is 
people like Mr Mantella who are the 
backbone of our high streets - they are 
the ones who are the employers, who 
will boost this economy.

chipped in when Mr Johnson was asked 
if shoring up small businesses at times 
of recession was the best use of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money. He said: “We are not taking 
money from taxpayers, we just want to 
take less taxpayers’ money away from 
businesses.” 

However, Doug Taylor, the leader of 
Enfield Council, warned that any tax 
cut for small businesses would mean a 
hike in council tax to pay for it. 

“I would say the simple fact is we have 
faced in the order of £70million of cuts 
and I would like to know where the cost 
of any reduction will come from,” he 
said. “Any reduction would have to come 
from an increase in council tax in order 
to pay for a reduction of business rates.” 

Mr Taylor also refuted the idea that 
the economy of Enfield would be 
boosted significantly by giving tax 
breaks to small businesses. 

“We have calculated that welfare cuts 
have taken about £100m out of the local 
economy and the VAT increase has 
really meant people have less money to 
spend on the high street,” he added. 

“I would like to ask the Tories how 
much they think it would cost. The real¬ 
ity is - they have no idea.”

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Let’s put an end 
to this mutilation 

SLICING and stitching a young girl's genitals 
is barbaric. It is an unspeakable act of torture 
and despite the fact that it is known that 
women in our own country have suffered this 
mutilation, chances to act are allowed to slide 
by - one after another. 

We have a duty to protect the young women 
of our country from this horror - we cannot let 
them be whisked off to a world of unsterilised 
razor blades and superstition simply because 
we are squeamish about intervening in an 
accepted “cultural practice”. 

This is not a political football. 

Everyone is equally horrified by the thought 
that girls in our schools might be subjected to 
this torture. 

So politicians’ attempt to wring glory for 
themselves by mentioning their successes in 
taking action against domestic violence in the 
same breath as discussing what measures can 
be taken to stop any woman in the borough 
from suffering, smacks of glib political point 
scoring. 

The council has succeeded in an area that 
was once considered people's personal busi¬ 
ness - in much the same way that FGM still 
is - and that is very much to the team's 
credit. 

But if they are going to draw that parallel 
then they have to say how they are going to 
stop any young girl in the borough from suf¬ 
fering the agony, humiliation and life-long 
pain that no child in the seventh richest coun¬ 
try in the world should endure. 

They introduced TecSOS to help vulnerable 
women at risk of domestic violence - so surely 
the time has come to introduce a similar SOS 
call that a young girl can issue when she fears 
she might be at risk of being subjected to muti¬ 
lation? 

It is a given that this practice is abhorrent - 
but what our politicians should be discussing 
is the concrete action that they will be doing - 
rather than simply patting themselves on the 
back for a previous job well done.

Don’t cut victim support 



THE government is planning on 
reducing the amount of money 
available for victim services in 
London from £13.3million to 
£8.2m - a cut of more than £5m. 

These services support anyone who 
has been a victim of crime through 
the often long, complex and some¬ 
times traumatic justice process. 

This support can be anything from 
helping to get locks changed after a 
break-in, to counselling for the 
victim of an assault, to support for 
witnesses during a trial. 

It’s more important than ever that 
services which support victims are 
funded properly as policing in 
London is under real strain. 

The capital has lost 2,500 police 
officers and a further 2,000 police 
community support officers have 
been axed. 

Right now, the government is 


consulting on proposals 
to fund victim services 
based on population 
rather than the amount 
of crime, and number 
of victims in a given 
area. 

London accounts for 
between 20 and 25 per 
cent of recorded crime 
nationally, but has only 
15 per cent of the 
nation’s population. 

This simplistic way 
of dividing the funding 
will result in quieter 
parts of the country 
getting £22 of funding 
per victim, while in London it will be 
£12 - does the government really 
think victims of crime in London are 
worth less and deserve less support? 

The government must rethink these 


ludicrous plans and properly fund 
this vital service.

Railway embankment fight intensifies

Moreover, I understand Network 
Rail are compounding their abysmal 
community relations record by 
sending out letters notifying resi¬ 
dents of more vegetation clearance. 

You have lit the blue touch paper. 
Be warned. Expect fireworks. 

You need to change your attitude 
when it comes to vegetation 
clearance. You should learn to 
explain things better. The work 
should be carried out with more 
sensitivity to the local area. 

As you found out in Whitstable, 
residents are not unreasonable. After 
an agreement was brokered you were 


able to carry out all the vegetation 
clearance needed to ensure the safe 
operation of the railway there. 

Transport police turned out in large 
numbers but they were not needed.

Burrowes kept waiting for meeting about embankment

ENFIELD Southgate MP David 
Burrowes has written a furious letter to 
Network Rail after the railway mainte¬ 
nance firm failed to properly arrange an 
appointment with a contractor last week. 

Mr Burrowes, who has been fighting a 
battle with the company ever since it 
cut down a range of trees near Grange 
Park station in January 2011, wrote 
that events on Thursday were the “last 
straw in many years of an unacceptable 
standard of communications”, in the 
letter sent to Denise Thompson, 
Network Rail’s community relations 
manager, on Friday. 

Mr Burrowes had arranged to meet a 
contractor at 1pm to tour the railway 
embankment in Green Dragon Lane and 


discuss further replanting of trees on the 
site, but was kept waiting until 3pm. 

The MP said he was palmed off with 
excuses that the contractor was stuck in 
traffic, which he believed to be untrue. 

He was also aggrieved to find out the 
contractor had been given late notice of 
the meeting, even though he had been 
making repeated requests for more than 
a year. 

Mr Burrowes told the Advertiser. “I 
have been trying to get a meeting with 
them for over a year to discuss the tree 
planting scheme on the site, but there 
has been a disgraceful level of commu¬ 
nication from Network Rail and 
Thursday was the latest episode.” 

Network Rail, which is currently 
planning new vegetation works between 
Palmers Green and Winchmore Hill 
station, said there had been a “genuine 


mix-up” over the arrangements for 
the meeting. 

“We understand the sensitivities 
around this particular site owing to 
the history of vegetation clearance in 
the area and appreciate the local 
community’s ongoing concerns,” said 
a spokesman. 

“We are currently in the process of re¬ 
arranging a site visit with senior repre¬ 
sentatives from Network Rail for the 
coming weeks and the local community 
are also invited to attend.” 

The firm added that it was firming up 
plans to replant trees along the embank¬ 
ment in Grange Park and that the latest 
vegetation works would not be “on the 
scale of previous work”. 

Mr Burrowes has called on Network 
Rail to provide residents with further 
details of the planned works. 


Doubts raised over ‘new’ primary care funding 


THE increase in primary care funding which Prime Minister 
David Cameron claimed Enfield would receive following the 
Chase Farm Hospital downgrade does not exist, the Advertiser 
has discovered. 

Responding to a question from Enfield Southgate MP dur¬ 
ing Prime Minister’s Questions in the House of Commons two 
weeks ago, Mr Cameron claimed that the borough was getting 
a primary care funding injection as part of what he described 
“our plan of not cutting but expanding our NHS”. 

Mr Burrowes had queried whether the borough would get 
the increase following the downgrade of the hospital, in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield. 

But the £10.6million Mr Burrowes’ office said Mr Cameron 
was referring to is not new money. NHS England said it had 


been allocated under the NHS North Central London Primary 
Care Trust cluster two years ago. During 2012/13, £2.7m was 
spent on improving primary care services, £3.4m is being 
spent this year and £4.5m has been allocated for 2014/15. 

Alev Cazimoglu, chairwoman of Enfield Council’s health 
and well-being scrutiny panel, said: “This is not new money 
and it was disingenuous of the Prime Minister to pretend oth¬ 
erwise.” Mr Burrowes commented: “We try to ensure we get 
answers we can follow up with the 
Prime Minister and hold the govern¬ 
ment to account. We certainly are 
underfunded in Enfield and I 
believe we should work together to 
get the increase we need.”

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Squatters take over office building

SQUATTERS have taken over a dis¬ 
used office building - sparking fears 
that a crime wave will sweep through 
the neighbouring residential streets. 

The building at the corner of The 
Bourne and Tudor Way in Southgate, 
on the site of the former Odeon cinema, 
has thick chains and padlocks wrapped 
around the entrance and a sign taped to 
the inside of the glass door saying that 
people are now living in the premises 
and that any attempt to enter will be 
treated as trespass by the squatters. 

Although the chains on the doors are 


intact, at the side of the building the 
fence has been partly wrenched away 
and blankets can be seen draped over 
the windows at the back of the building. 

The Advertiser spoke to residents and 
although householders would not give 
their names for fear of the squatters 
targeting their homes the unanimous 
feeling on the street was one of fear 
and frustration. 

One resident who lived a short dis¬ 
tance from the breached building said: 
“We first noticed they had moved in 
about two weeks as we saw the lights 
were blazing in the windows in the 
middle of the night. 

“They have worked out how to open 


the electric gates and they’ve parked a 
van and two cars in there. 

“It is very worrying for us along here. 
We are all talking about it and we ask 
repeatedly - ‘why doesn’t someone do 
something about it?”’ 

Because the building is not a residen¬ 
tial property it is not a criminal offence 
for the squatters to have taken up resi¬ 
dence there. In order to remove the 
squatters, the company which owns the 
former office block, Crowncourt 
Properties Ltd, will have to get a court 
order to formally evict them. 

At the time of going to press, 
Crowncourt Properties was unavailable 
for comment.

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Cost kills 
campaign 

THE fight to save a green space on the border 
between Enfield and Barnet from development 
has been lost. 

Leader of the Save Cat Hill campaign Kim 
Coleman told the Advertiser yesterday that she 
had been forced to withdraw her application for a 
judicial review of Enfield Council’ss decision to 
give planning permission to a development of 
231 homes on the site of the former Middlesex 
University campus after failing to raise enough 
funds to pay the £23,000 legal bill for the fight. 

Despite being told initially that the cost would 
be £8,000, solicitors acting for Mrs Coleman 
revealed that, in fact, the overall bill, should she 
bring her claim to the High Court, would be 
almost three times as much as she first thought. 

“We had a really good legal case against the 
council,” the campaigner told the Advertiser. 
“Basically the case was based on the fact that 
during the consultation the council neglected to 
consult statutory consultees including the 
Woodland Trust, the Forestry Commission and 
English Heritage.” 

She added that as both ponds on the site are 
recorded in the Doomsday Book they are sites of 
historical interest. “I am devastated,” she said. 
“We have fought them for three years but I want 
to say how grateful I am for the residents’ support 
and we did a good job.” 

A spokesman from developers L&Q Housing 
told the Advertiser. “Our Cat Hill development 
will create 231 well-designed homes that match 
the character of the area. 

“As long-term stewards of the ponds, we will 
implement a 25-year woodland management plan 
to conserve valuable mature and veteran oak 
trees across the site and encourage native wood¬ 
land species, further improving the diversity and 
value of the woodland habitat for wildlife.”

Arson probe after 
residents

SIX people were rescued by firefighters after a 
blaze broke out in a corridor on the tenth floor of 
a council tower block in Bush Hill Park on 
Sunday morning. 

The residents of Gainsborough House, in Ayley 
Croft, had to be evacuated and treated for smoke 
inhalation after a fire began outside their front 
doors at about 1 lam. 

It started when a small pram caught fire in a 
suspected arson attack. 

Firefighters wearing breathing apparatus res¬ 
cued a man from one flat, a man and woman from 
a second flat and another woman from a third. 

Two other men were evacuated from the tenth- 
floor corridor and all those who were rescued 
were treated for smoke inhalation at the scene. 

The London Fire Brigade said the situation was 
under control by 12.45pm. 

David Johns, 65, who has lived in his council 
flat for 40 years and was one of those rescued, 
said: “I phoned the fire brigade because of the 
smoke and they gave me instructions over the 


phone for half an hour, and they came and got us 
out in the end. When we came out, the whole cor¬ 
ridor was filled with thick black smoke.” 

After the evacuation Enfield Homes, which 
manages housing on behalf of the council, 
arranged for the residents affected to stay 
overnight in the Travelodge Hotel, in Lincoln 
Road, Ponders End. 

Maureen Needham, 51, who lives across the 
corridor from Mr Johns and suffers from dia¬ 
betes, said: “I was allowed to get back into my 
flat briefly on Sunday evening, but just to get 
some clothes and my medication. I had to get 
back out quickly before the fire brigade installed 
locks on the doors.” 

Enfield Homes said that the families affected 
were able to return home at noon on Monday 
after repairs had been carried out to the front 
doors of the flats. 

Five fire engines with 31 firefighters and offi¬ 
cers from Edmonton, Tottenham, Southgate, 
Walthamstow and Chingford fire stations 
attended the incident. 

The corridor was severely damaged. The blaze 
is being investigated.

THE plight of a 16th-century manor 
house that has been left to moulder since 
it was gutted by a succession of fires will 
come to the fore this week. 

Broomfield House in Broomfield 
Park, Palmers Green, has been falling 
into further into disrepair since it was 
destroyed by three fires in 1983, 1993 
and 1994. 

It currently lies derelict, surrounded by 
scaffolding and hoardings. 

Last year, Enfield Council submitted a 
£4million bid to the Heritage Lottery 
Fund in a last ditch attempt to save the 
grade II* listed building - but the appli¬ 
cation was rejected on the grounds that 
more needed to be done to show how the 


rest of the funding would be raised. 

And its current precarious fate is set to 
be discussed on the BBC’s Inside Out pro¬ 
gramme tomorrow as a follow-up to the 
2003 BBC series Restoration, in which 
various projects competed with each other 
for the chance to have their particular 
scheme completed. 

One of the campaigners who has been 
at the forefront of the restoration battle, 
Cohn Younger, is determined that 
residents should keep fighting for the 
old building. 

“We need £6.4m to restore the building 
properly, so if the Lottery gave us £2m 
and if the council was to give one, that 
means we have got to raise nearly 
£4.5m,” he said. 

“So we are hoping that this programme 
will raise the profile of the campaign. 


“We are hoping that the Heritage 
Lottery Fund will be keen to give us 
money if we can show how we are going 
to bridge the funding gap.” 

Mr Younger and his colleagues in the 
Broomfield House Trust are hoping that 
a wealthy benefactor or generous donor 
will come forward. 

And he believes that the project 
to rebuild the historic home would be 
the ideal way to galvanise the local 
community. 

“We would love for community groups 
to use the space in a restored building for 
a broad range of activities from dance 
classes to a small cinema. 

“It is the ideal location for a real com¬ 
munity hub.” 

The programme will be broadcast on 
BBC1 at 7.30pm.

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Tube drivers 
will walk out

TUBE drivers on the Piccadilly line 
will stage a 24-hour strike today 
over the “ripping up” of agreements 
with London Underground. 

The Rail and Maritime Workers’ 
Union last week announced that 
train operators on the line serving 
Bounds Green, Southgate, Arnos 
Grove, Oakwood and Cockfosters 
stations will walk out from noon. 

The union said that 88 per cent of 
drivers balloted voted in favour of 
strike action as part of an ongoing 
dispute over “the systematic abuse 
of drivers and the unilateral ripping 
up of negotiated agreements” over 
terms and conditions. 

And it threatened a further 48- 
hour strike if management failed to 
agree to “a satisfactory resolution” 
of the dispute. 

RMT general secretary Bob Crow 
said: “Back in May, we entered into 
an agreement in good faith which 
we hoped would be honoured and 
would bring an end to this long- 
running dispute. 

“However, once the threat of 
strike action had been removed, 
local management began to system¬ 
atically undermine and ignore the 
agreement, which now effectively 
lies in tatters. 

“We have had no option but to 
move to a ballot and to put on action 



to force this issue back on to the 
agenda.” 

London Underground said a strike 
was “completely unnecessary”. 

Piccadilly line manager Tony 
Matthews said: “We met the union 
earlier this week to talk through the 
unrelated local issues they have 
raised, all of which have either been 
or are being addressed. 

“At this very productive meeting 
we gave our assurances to continue 
towards resolving these matters. 

“I would urge the RMT leadership 
to continue to discuss any matters 
which they feel have not been 
dealt with, in the normal way 
rather than resorting to threats of 
industrial action.”

Don’t offer burglars an 
open invitation to your 
home over Christmas 


L AST week we held my borough comman¬ 
der’s commendation ceremony at the 
Dugdale Centre, in Enfield Town. 

I was proud to host the event, which recog¬ 
nised the bravery, actions and outstanding effort 
of members of my staff and members of the pub¬ 
lic who actively intervened in dangerous situa¬ 
tions to help us. 

It was good to see friends and family and to 
recognise the contribution of all involved. 

We’re all looking forward to Christmas no 
doubt, with preparations being made in homes 
all across the borough. 

At the police station we are making plans as 
well. We know that the festive period is a mostly 
happy time, but for us there are real challenges 
to keep the borough safe. 

We will be making sure we have enough staff 
on duty in the lead-up to and over the holidays, 
so that we are able to deal with the challenges 
the festive season brings. 

We will be running a Winter Nights operation 
with a focus on reducing violent crime - this 
will mean officers out and about in the town 
centres and neighbourhoods preventing crime 
and antisocial behaviour. 

Alcohol can spoil Christmas, whether through 
domestic violence, trouble in pubs and clubs or 
drink driving. I would ask that you drink in 
moderation, don’t drink and drive and treat 
others with respect. 

I am worried about burglary over the festive 


period. Traditionally, burglars know that this can 
be a good time for them, with presents bought 
and stored at home and families either away or 
visiting friends and family. 

Burglary is down on the borough due to very 
targeted activity between the police and 
partners. This is a sterling effort but we do need 
the help of residents and businesses. 

Here are my top tips to prevent burglary over 
Christmas 

Don’t feed extension cables for outdoor festive 
lights through partially open doors and win¬ 
dows - burglars look for opportunity and this 
could be it. 

Dispose of gift wrapping and boxes carefully, 
as it’s not good to advertise that you have bought 
the latest games console or a new television. 

Be careful not to advertise your home to 
burglars on social media - studies show that 
burglars are scouring these websites to see when 
people are away on holiday. 

Finally, leave a light and a radio on, draw cur¬ 
tains at night and try to keep Christmas presents 
out of public view. 

Have a very happy Christmas and I look for¬ 
ward to speaking to you again in the new year.

We’re not 
‘all in it 
together’ 


M Y Friday advice surgery is always 
busy, but recently I’ve had many 
constituents coming to see me about 
their problems with the bedroom tax. 
Statistics from Enfield Council reveal that 
across the borough, it is hitting people hard. 

For the majority of those affected, there is 
nowhere smaller for them to move to. Of the 
1,420 people currently paying the bedroom 
tax, 80 per cent have also had their housing 
benefit capped, meaning they are trapped 
into paying a tax they can’t afford. 

In a report, the National Audit Office high¬ 
lighted the additional costs faced by local 
authorities such as Enfield Council who are 
under enormous pressure to collect the tax 
but can’t move their tenants to more 
affordable accommodation. 

There is a waiting list of more than 500 
people who need one-bedroom properties, but 
the council had only 12 available in November. 

And it’s the least able to afford the tax who 
are affected most - Edmonton Green has 
more than 190 people paying the tax, closely 
followed by Lower Edmonton (115) and 
Upper Edmonton (114). 

Last month, Parliament forced a debate on 
the bedroom tax and the opposition voted to 
scrap this unfair policy. 

The government, by voting to keep a policy 
that inflicts hardship and suffering on children 
in poverty and people with disabilities, is 
imposing an unfair burden on the least 
well-off, further undermining its claim that 
we are all in this together. 

It would be fairer to deal with 
under-occupation by funding local authorities 
who are able to help people with the costs of 
moving to more affordable accommodation, 
using discretionary housing payments. 

In that way we could address the deficit 
fairly and not by asking those least able to 
afford it to make the sacrifice.

When I grow up I want to be. 



A Landlord! Ok, so that’s not what most of us said when we were little but with low 
interest rates and an increasing number of renters, more people are investing in buy-to- 
let property or letting rather than selling an existing property. 

For most Landlord’s this is a long-term plan providing a regular monthly income and 
ultimately capital growth. However, it has recently been claimed that four in ten landlords 
cannot afford to miss one month’s rent! 

Rent is often needed to cover the mortgage, and whether through arrears or having an 
empty property, a lack of rent can cause serious problems (and lots of stress!) 

There are many ways to minimise the risk of arrears including thorough referencing, good 
communication with tenants, and investment in rent and legal protection. In terms of void periods, good 
communication is likely to make your tenants want to stay but if they do leave, then a 
well maintained property will attract new tenants. 

However, Landlords should look to protect themselves further with a rainy day fund. I 
advise my Landlords to expect one month void per year but to budget for at least two. 

Similarly when looking to invest in a new property, look at the figures closely. If you 
cannot achieve a net yield of over 5% when all costs are included (e.g. void periods, 
mortgage payments, property maintenance), then it’s best to walk away and wait for 
the next deal.

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Another performance 
packed with power 


I F you don’t know the Nissan GT-R 
by now, then here’s a very short 
introduction - Japanese company 
makes absurdly powerful and 
fiendishly complicated four-wheel 
drive coupe that thrashes more 
expensive rivals. The end. 

The GT-R has been something of a 
jewel in the crown for Nissan. Ever 
since the first modern generation 
Skyline GT-R appeared in 1989, it’s 
been a car to upset the establishment, 
mainly by destroying prestigious 
competition on both road and track. 

This latest R35 model first appeared 
in the UK in 2009 and has been 
upgraded twice. Now comes the 2013 
incarnation, which has no more power 
than last year’s model, although there 
are some tweaks and changes. 

Firstly, the engine. It was already 
hugely powerful and complex - a 
3.8-litre V6 with twin turbochargers, 
developing a massive 542bhp and 
4651b ft of torque. Those figures 


remain the same, but new specifica¬ 
tion injectors and a boost pressure 
relief valve are said to have improved 
mid and high-rev response. 

That may be so, but you’ll be too 
busy clinging on and trying to 
maintain a sense of dignity to notice. 

The engine has power to spare and 
as soon as the accelerator is 
squeezed it starts dishing it out. 

Then there’s the handling. The R35 
GT-R introduced a new, four-wheel- 
drive system and a host of baffling 
acronyms to represent the vast com¬ 
puting power devoted to getting you 
round the bend as quickly as possible. 

For the 2013 model, minute changes 
to the springs, dampers, front anti-roll 
bar and cam bolts are claimed to 
improve the handling still further. 

Unless you fly fighter jets or drive 
Formula 1 cars, you will be astounded 
at what the GT-R can do. It has four- 
wheel drive and four-wheel steering, 
both of which maximise the grip of 


the sticky tyres and allow you to 
harness all that power. 

It sounds like a fearsome beast - 
but don’t be fooled. The GT-R, in 
many ways, is quite benign. The 
cabin is pretty straightforward and 
the seats are very supportive. 

You can slot the automatic dual¬ 
clutch transmission into D and ease 
away. Aside from the unquestionable 
firmness, you have no idea you’re 
driving something quite spectacular. 

It doesn’t take long to change that, 
however. 

Bring the GT-R to rest, engage R 
mode in the transmission and vehicle 
dynamics control, squeeze the brake 
hard and put the accelerator to the 
floor. The engine will hold at 
4,000rpm and in 2.7 seconds the GT- 
R will reach 60mph, with 10Omph 
coming up in under nine seconds. 

It’s no less impressive through the 
bends either. You’re always aware of 
what the GT-R is doing and how 



much grip is available - and even 
when you start to push beyond that 
point you always get the sense that 
the GT-R is on your side. 

The complex electronics work away 
to keep you pointing in the right 
direction but never feel intrusive. 

This is a huge part of the GT-R’s 
appeal. Unlike some very high 
performance cars that intimidate or 
make you prove yourself before you 
can enjoy them, the GT-R allows you 
to drive as quickly as you feel 
comfortable and behaves itself when 
you just want to get somewhere. 

The 2013 Nissan GT-R checks in at 
a not inconsiderable £76,610 - but to 
buy another car that can reach 60mph 
in under three seconds you’ll need to 
spend more than twice as much.

TOTTENHAM Hotspur manager 
Andre Villas-Boas praised his side’s 
resilience after the 2-2 draw with 
Manchester United on Sunday. 

Spurs twice led in the Premier 
League clash at White Hart Lane 
through Kyle Walker’s free-kick and 
a screamer from Sandro. 

But they were pegged back on both 
occasions by Wayne Rooney. 

And while admitting that victory 
would have been the “perfect 
result”, AVB was happy with his 
side’s display - coming just a week 
after they had been thumped 6-0 at 
Manchester City. 

The Portuguese boss said: “I’m 
happy with the response of the play¬ 
ers, the ambition, the motivation, the 
desire to bounce back. 

“It could have been the perfect end¬ 
ing but unfortunately we couldn’t 
finish the situations we had. 

“It’s never easy to play a team like 
United, who came here on the back 
of a 5-0 win in the Champions 
League against Bayer Leverkusen. 

“So I congratulate the players on a 
wonderful performance. 

“The result wasn’t what we wanted, 
but it puts us back on track.” 

The result, coupled with a 2-0 
Europa League success at Tromso on 
Thursday, eased the pressure on the 
under-fire Villas-Boas. 

Following the humiliating defeat 
away to City, he had been criticised 
by sections of Tottenham supporters, 
with various names mooted as a 
replacement as there was speculation 
he would be sacked. 

After Sunday’s game, AVB praised 
Tottenham’s fans as he spoke to the 
club’s official website. 

He said: “It was great support from 
the fans, a great atmosphere at the 
Lane as you can imagine. 

“We can’t live without the fans and 
they have been decisive.” 

Full-back Walker opened the 
scoring on 18 minutes when he 
drilled a free-kick under United’s 
defensive wall. 

But it was a mistake by Walker 14 
minutes later which allowed United 
to level, with Rooney pouncing after 
the Spurs defender had dallied as he 
dealt with a cross from Phil Jones 
into the six-yard box. 

Sandro fired Tottenham back in 


front nine minutes into the second 
period when he shrugged off the 
attention of Tom Cleverley and fired 
a 30-yard arrow into the top corner. 

That lead lasted just three minutes 
with referee Mike Dean awarding a 
penalty after Spurs goalkeeper Hugo 
Lloris brought down Danny 
Welbeck - Rooney making no mis¬ 
take from the spot. 

Both teams pushed for a winner, 
with Andros Townsend inches away 
from meeting a Walker cross to the 


far post ten minutes from time. But 
they had to settle for a point a piece 
from an entertaining game. 

Tottenham are back in action this 
evening when they travel to London 
rivals Fulham (8pm). 

The Cottagers sacked manager 
Martin Jol on Sunday after five suc¬ 
cessive defeats, the latest setback a 
tame 3-0 reverse at West Ham. 

Under new boss Rene Meulensteen, 
who steps up from head coach after 
just a month at the club, the west 


London outfit will have much to prove 
against their ninth-placed visitors. 

Villas-Boas, who dropped record 
signing Erik Lamela for “technical 
reasons”, with Mousa Dembele 
returning to the side in a holding role 
as Paulinho was pushed further for¬ 
ward on Sunday, is likely to keep an 
unchanged side for the trip to Craven 
Cottage. 

On Saturday, Spurs travel to 
another side in the bottom three, 
Sunderland (5.30pm).
